Did you know that the best fresh 
pork is light grayish-pink in color, 
has fine texture, is

and

flakes of fat? 
Tile amount to purchase depends 
upon the proportion of bone. One 
pound of rib cuts will make I to 2 
servings and one pound of liver or 
bacon will make 4 to 5 servings.

“ If the arrogant and uncooperative m in ­ 
ority of drivers can be eliminated, one can 
begin to conceive of expressw ays w h i c h 
can be m a d e essentially idiot-proof,” Dr. 
H afstad asserts. 
If the slaughter on the highways is to be 
checked, some form of m echanical “ back 
seat d riv e r’’ to keep the m a n at the wheel 
perform ing properly m a y be unavoidable.

CAIRO .^—School has started 
again in a thousand-year-old uni­ 
versity in 
the 
shadow 
of 
the 
domes and m inarets of old Cairo. 
Enrolled this year are students 
from 54 
countries 
where 
the 
muezzin calls “ Allahu 
A k b a r 
(God is g reat)” from the m inar­ 
et. 
The university called El Azhar 
Rv the oldest Moslem center of 
learning. It clings to traditions 
and system s begun in days when 
men thought the world was flat. 
E n en so, it is the intellectual 
center of the 
Moslem 
World. 
W hen its council of elders issues 
a decree, the im pact is felt w her­ 
ever the faithful gather. Its grad ­ 
uates fan out to carry the m es­ 
sage of Islam to the ends of the 
earth. 
There is no green cam pus, no 
football stadium , no ivied walls, 
El Azhar is a large m osque top­ 
ped by three m inarets. Around 
the columns inside, the students 
literally sit at the feet of learn­ 
ed sheikhs to study the Koran 
and Moslem theology. 
In narrow streets and bazaars 
about El Azhar, the population 
buys and sells as it has for a 


m illenium . 
M erchants 
sitting 
crosslegged on carpets puff hea 
vily on hubble-bubble pipes. 
The air is heavy with a m ix­ 
ture of odors—am ber perfum e, 
tobacco sm oke, broiling mutton, 
and spices of 
every 
kind. 
A 
woman shopper scream s im pre­ 
cations at a m erchant who won’t 
bring down his price, A donkey 
driver shouts at pedestrians to 
get out of the way. A w eary tax i­ 
cab chugs through the crowd, 
patiently 
honking 
as it inches 
along. 
You step out of this 
n o i s y 
world into the calm and repose 
of the mosque. 
On the left as you enter Is a 
wooden 
stand 
where 
students 
pigeonhole their shoes. No one 
w ears shoes inside the mosque. 
Through another arch is the 
sunny, stone - paved courtyard, 
arcaded on three sides. The row 
of arches on the east opens into 
a forest of columns inside the 
sanctuary itself. Here the gloom 
is cut by beam s of sunlight fil­ 
tered through multicolored win­ 
dows near the oiling. A m ihrab 
(p ray er niche) points the way to 
Mecca, tow ard which the faith­ 
ful face when they pray. 
Around alm ost every column 
a circle of students squats cross- 
legged on soft carpets covering 


the floor. Seated on a wooden 
bench with his back to the col­ 
umn is a lecturer, usually b ear­ 
ded and w earing the white and 
red turban of the Azhar Zheikh, 
or learned man. 
The students represent a cross­ 
section of the 
Moslem 
world. 
They may be black men from 
Nigeria, yellow men from China, 
or white men from Albania. But 
all of them study and argue in 
Arabic, and alm ost every* sheikh 
has his hands full coping with 
alert young students 
quick 
to 
catch the teacher in error. 
In a class 
in 
gram m ar, 
the 
sheikh may spend endless hours 
teaching students the nine ways 
of reciting “ in the nam e of Allah 
the 
m erciful, 
the 
com passion­ 
ate,” opening words of the Ko­ 
ran 
The students study until they 
have acquired sufficient knowl­ 
edge to 
p a s s 
exam inations. 
When they have passed a pro­ 
bationary period, they may qual­ 
ify to receive rations, supplied 
by income from sacred endow­ 
m ents. These sam e endowments, 
called “ w aqfs,” also support the 
sheiks and generally the expen­ 
ses of the university. 
Some of the students ar* old 
men who have devoted a life 
tim e to study in El Azhar.
